Specifically, the amendments to the independent claims 1, 40, and 62 define inventions that had not previously been presented, the 
amendments to claims 6 and 8 correct antecedent basis for the changes to the independent claims. The amendments to independent 
claims 1 , 40 and 62 incorporate limitations from various dependent claims that where not previously presented in the same embodiment.

The examiner maintains that encapsulation of isolated uremic enzymes or encapsulation 
of a cell transfected with genes encoding for uremic enzymes is obvious over the combination of cited references for the reasons stated in 
the previous office actions.
